EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art (U.S. Pat. 6,621 ,275 B2) teaches, in the very least, a system 
for testing an integrated circuit chip comprising an illumination source, an optical 
imager, a mechanized shutter, and a controller. According to this prior art, during 
navigation and target acquisition, a device is illuminated and is imaged with an 
image intensifier. The mechanized shutter is used to variably define imaging 
areas within the field of view of collection optics. As long as the area of interest 
. is in the field-of-view of the optics, one can isolate the area of interest with the 
shutter. Then, the shutter may be adjusted to increase or decrease the field of 
view as appropriate for the particular test desired.

However, the closest prior art does not teach or fairly suggest 
obtaining functions by summing the pixels of first and second images 
corresponding to first and second shutter positions, respectively, in the direction 
perpendicular to the shutter's direction motion. Furthermore, this closest prior art 
does not obtain a difference function by subtracting first function from the second 
function, so as to obtain a recognizable peak in said difference function.
